The battle of Vina del Mar Beach, op- 
posite this oitj, raged hotly all day yes- 
terday. No deeiaive reenlt was reached. 

Balmaoeda's line of defense yesterday 
was strongly fortified, and was nnder 
the range of the gnns from Fort Callao. 
While many of bis troope were raw re- 
cruits, there was • IsaTsn of tetersns 
among them. 

Time after time the rebels dashed 
against tlie lines of the ^;i>verument 
troops, only to be reiiuls.-.l with great 
bloodshed. They wtTe not the only snf- 
ferers, for their artillery playe<i with 
telling effect on the enemy, and their 
rifles were not uselewH in tlieir liand-J. 

Attack and repulse were rei)e;it. <l time 
after time, with ni> di'i ided a<h ant;ige 
to either siih-. Tlie nin>.t de.sperate valor 
was dis|il,iyed by veteran and recruit, 
Balmacedist and rev(jlutioni8t. 

When morning broke it wim exi)ecte<l 
the fight would be repeated. Both 
ariuien hail niittered severely, however, 
and neither appeared to be in a position 
to assume the offensive, and a practical 
trace today, with no fighting, has been 
the result. 

Neither side ha.s been idle, liowever, 
during the day. Scouting p,irti"'s of the 
insurgent armies have lj«ieii scouring 
the conntry for snpplii s, and one of 
them cut the railroad to iSautiaj^o at 
Salto. 

The government forces have been 
strengtiii'iiiiig their lines and maneuver- 
ing to get a position which will pre<dnde 
any successful attempt on the part of 
the enemy to get into the rear of the 
citv of Vali^araiwo. 

ft is generally believed that (Jeneral 
Caltn, the general commanding the 
rebels, will attempt a flank moveMient 
when he resumes operations, and this 
the Balmacedists are doing every thiu^ in 
their power to frustrate. 

Kflect or the Battle In London. 

LoNUDN, Aug. 26.— The papers here 
welcome the news of thi< b.iftlr wl;ijh 
began on Friday last near Valparaiso be- 
t^reen the government trtwps and the 
Chilian insurgents. They In-lieve that 
both contending forces have concen- 
trated all their energies iu the vicinity 
of Valparaiso, and tlie battle which haa 
been so fiercely waged there is an indi- 
cation of the speedy end of the struggle 
which is bringing such disastrous re- 
Hults to Chili. 

The news of the battle when received 
here had a favorable influence upon the 
stock exchanges. The prices of Chilian 
bonds advanced slightly. It is believed 
that a big recovery in the.se bonds will 
occur when things have settled down al- 
though the conditions which prevail in 
the other S<iuth American republics will 
prevent a speedy return to the prices 
that ruled before the bisalilin oat of 
the troubles^ 

TRUE T O HIS M OTHER, 

AMheech KoH of Her Ufe Bm Beea 
(tptmt in PrlsMk 
CoLTTmcB, O., Aug. 88.— Mrs. Sarah 

Victor, who spent twenty years in the 
penitentiary on a life sentence for mur- 
der, and wa.s pardoned about three years 
ago, is again before the public, but iu a 
more enviable light. 

Twenty-three years ago when in jail 
at Clevelund awaiting trial on the charge 
of mnrdering her brother, the woman's 
boy, Curties Viator, just old enough to 
lisp "mamma," was taken from here and 
placed in an orphan institution. 

She was sent to the ixjnitentiary and 
loet all track of the boy. He grew to 
muihood, having been adopted and 
taken west, but finallv drifted baolc east 
and settled in Pennsylvania. 

He kept up the search for his mother 
and at last learned the true story. Sat- 
urday he came to Columbus and the 
mother and son were nnited. The young 
man is engaged to be married, but his 
mother, wlio has led an exemplary life 
since her release, insists that his in- 
tended bride shall be informed of all the 
eiroomstaaoes of his and her life. 

Bequlaltlon Not BerognUed. 
INDIAKAPOUS, Aug. 8«.— J. W. Mo- 
Neal, bearing a requisition from th« gov- 
ernor of Oliio, called upon (Jovernor 
Hovey yesterday for the nocessary cer- 
tificate for the arrest of Jarvia J. Hilton, 
of ^Martinsville, against whom an affida- 
vit has been filed at Culumbtis, accusing 
him of kidnaping. Governor Hovey de- 
clineil to honor the requisition because It 
was not barked by indictment, and Mr. 
M( N'eal returned to Columbus in the 
attt i iioon to secure the needeil paper. 
Mr. Hilton, acting as officer of Indiana, 
brought McNeil's brother to Martins- 
ville, where he was convicted of horse 
stealing.

REMARKABLE RELIC. 

ATaMet Inicribrd by Koiir of the Great 
Pinne«-r Iiidlnn Fightera. 
JEFFERSO.NV1LI.E, Ind., Aug. 26.— A 

remarkable relic wv foimd by W. A. 
Jackson, near Broomhill, this county. 

He and a number of other men were en- 
gaged in cuttini: tinilj<;r on a tliinly- 
wooiled hill, wlii u he fouiul at the butt 
of a tree, setting; against it and deejily 
ingrown, a stone tablet, three inches 
thick, six inches wide and eight inches 
lontf. He noticed that it was inscrib'^d 
and carefully cut it out. After i leansir.g 
the lichen and moss from it. the follow- 
ing inscription was deciphered: "1813. 
L. Wetzel. Jacob Sbslbj, John Wetsel, 

Daniel lkH)ne." 

The first and fourtli names were in 
Roman letters, the other two in script, 
but e;icli had evidently been carved by 
a different person in the sandstone. Tt>'» 
tree which had so long held the t.ibiet 
showed by its rings an age of at least 120 
years. It is believeil tliat this tablet 
was really inscrilxMl by three of the 
greatest pioneer Indian tit,'hters and (-ne 
of the oldest Indiana pioneers, since it 
wjis found near the \'ini einifs road and 
nix)n a hill which suited admirably for 
a camp, commanding an it did and does, 
a free view in almost every direction, 
and would be safe t'rom snrprise. Pro- 
fessor W. W. Borden, who lias insjiect- 
ed it, pronounces it genuine, and be- 
lieves it was set up as the party was re- 
turning to tlie Ohio from a scout into 
Indiana. It is now in the liands of Col- 
onel Dtirrett, the antiqoaiy, oC Loois- 
ville, for inspection. 

SENSATION AL MURD ER TRIAL. 

The r rosaewtlBg Wltaosa Takes tho 

Prisoner's Place. 

lNDlANAPt>Lis, Aug. 26.— The examin- 
ing trial of Charles Hubbard on a ch.arge 
of murdering Marshal Dillon, of Hangh- 
ville, some weeks ago, had a sensational 
termination yesterday. Charles French, 
who is under arrest fo^ a brutal assault 
upon his wife, was the prosecuting wit- 
ness, and testified that Hubbard told 
him that he had done the shooting.

French's own testimony corroborated 
the fact of his having the pistol before a 
shot was flrsd, making the proof against 
him apparentiv conclusive. Hubbard 
was discharged, and French was sent to

A Clorsyman's OeeerlptloB. 

A clergyman residing at present in the 
province of Kazan, Russia, has written 
a letter to Tbe Pall Mall Gazette, in 
which he gives a harrowing description 
of the sufferings of the unfortunate 
peasants of that province brought on by 
the failure of the crops. Large numbers 
of them, he says, are in analwolutestate 
of Mtarvatitm. Many have been tmable 
to obtain bread for weeks, and [n their 
efforts to sustain life they have been 
compelled to eat grass and leaves. In 
one of the villages of the province con- 
sisting of 140 houses, the clergyman vis- 
ited all the peasants. Here were 
found sixteen persons in a terriblv ema- 
ciated condition anddowlv and pamfolly 
dying from starvation. Of all the resi- 
dents of the houses only twenty were 
found eating ordinary food in a quantity 
sufficient to keep thsm alive. 

Visits made to a nnmber of other 
villages revealed a similar state of desti- 
tution and distress. In all of them 
numbers of persooi-were found either 
dead or dying from starvation. There 
was no immediate pcospect of any bet- 
terment in the condition of the peasant- 
rv, and it is feared that, driven on ' y 
the pangs of hunger, they will attempt 
to gain food by any means lawful or 
nnlawfnl. Strong men look upon their 
wives and children slowly ^^ring for 
want of bread, and it is not to be ex- 
pected that under snoh conditions they 
will be amenable to any law save thrt 
which dictates to them the preservation 
of the lives of their families. There in 
much excitement throoghout the i»t>v- 
ince among the poorer classes, and an 
oatbreak may occur at any tim* 

STEALING TIMBER. 



Tho Govcriinicnt Will Titke Artion to 
Stop It at Once. 

Dt i.i TH, Aug. 26.— It will be remem 
bered that some time ago there was con 
siderable stir over alleged stealing ot 
American timber along tiietrilmtarles of 
the Rainy river south of the international 
boundary. The government sent two 
investigating expeditions from Washing- 
ton along the Big and Little Fork rivers, 
to Rainy lake and river. 

As a result of those expeditions it has 
now been decided by the interior de- 
partment to establish a permanent gov- 
ernment poet on Rainy river and two 
officers of the department are now there 
to select a l(x;ation, and ])ut up the 
needed buildings. The p<ist will be lo- 
cated near Fort Francis about 150 miles 
northwest of Duluth, and will be for the 
purpose of watching timber stealers, 
from the Canadian srae. Fully twenty 
million feet of timber have besn itdsn 
here iu the past three yean.

A8Hi.Aia>, Wis., Aug. 96. — Govern- 
ment officials are after some one at the 
Fond dn Lao agency, in Minnesota. 
Ten million feet pine lumber has been 
cut off the reservation. One of the in- 
spectors is said to have ordwed the ar- 
rests. Indian Agent Leahy has left for 
the purpose of making investigations. 
The timber was cut on reservation lands, 
not on those (latented. The matter has 
been kept very quiet The Indian fana- 
ers at Fond du Lac reservation have 
been removed and wholesale arrests will 
be made. The matter is in charge of 
the general land office.

LoMK>N. Aug. 26.— The reiKirt that 
France and Russia had virtually agreed 
tiMt, in the event of a victory over 
Oennany, they would have Schleewig 
re-annexed ^> Denmark, has caused con- 
siderable comment in Berlin, where tlw 
war feeling has been motmting high for 
some days pant. This rumor, however, 
has called to public attention other ru- 
mors of a simiLir nature regarding the 
triple alliance. 

It was stated recently on high au- 
thority at Vienna that one of the un- 
written agreements of the triple alli- 
ance was, bt the event of success in a 
continental war, to disable Russia for- 
ever by divesting the empire of Poland, 
Finland and the Baltic provinces, and 
compelling the czar to abandon St. 
Petersburg for Moscow. France, at the 
same time, to be compelled to give up 
Nice and Corsica to Italy. These ar- 
rangements are understood to be merely 
provisional, but the fact that they are 
talked of shows the deliberate way in 
which European nations are preparing 
for the gigantic struggle. 

The Russian rifle factories are run- 
ning night and day on the new brea<'.h- 
loauing repeating rifle, with which it is 
proposed to army all the infanry, both 
of the active arm and the reserve. 
But, although the greatest diligence is 
shown in the manufacture, it is believed 
that at least two years will elapse be- 
fore the whcle military force of the em- 
pire will be provided with the weapon. 
This would not prevent Rusfda from 
going to war in the meantime, as not 
less than 400,000 men will have the rifle 
within tliis yean
